H e was successively 
editor of Household W ords and AH the 
Year Round. 
He visited Am erica in 
1842 and lr 
1867-8. 
He wrote m any

In hts line no one* has ever equaled him.

“ In my experience of over a quarter 
of a century as a business agent of one 
of our mills in Howell, and necessarily 
connected directly with th*1 duties of hav­ 
ing our 
priming and advertising d o n e 
correctly, I came Iii contact with 
the 
printing trades, aud tire recollection of 
transactions, both personal and In a busi­ 
ness nature, were very pleasant. 
“ In D75. we first had our printing done 
at the “ Aux Populi" office, then m anag­ 
ed by, I think, Mr. Stone and Mr. Ste­ 
phen W. Hunt as business m anagers of 
the printing department. 
The labels and 
stripes for the boxes were then put on 
by hand. 
I was accustomed to going 
up into the printing 
o f f i c e occasionally 
and try to understand the 
wonderful 
manner in which the printer at that time 
endeavored to give us a label with a dif­ 
ferent color for the printing. 
“Things have so changed now, that by 
the increase of new. in vented machinery, 
the paper boxes are cut out, they gu on 
the same machine to another point where 
th* y are stumped with one color for the 
printing, to another point where they 
are given another color, and to another 
machine where they are dried thoroughly 
and ready for delivery. 
This Is most 
wonderful and the saving to m anufactur­ 
ers more wonderful. 
“ I say to you, members of the Typo- 
fraphical union, as mayor of the city of 
a>well. and as a m anufacturer, having 
had some experience, thfet brain, ability 
honesty of purpose and sobriety on the 
part of our working men. must always 
win. as against any unnatural require­ 
ments of capital. 
‘I have hired labor In the city of Low­ 
ell for nearly thirty year*. 
I have never 
had a strike. I have had requests for ad ­ 
v a n c e of pay; lf worthy, they have re­ 
ceived It. 
My thought is th a t the organizations 
that have brains, ability and moral power 
bv reason of possession of these elements. 
will get ahead. 
There should be no dif­ 
ferences between labor and capital if this 
rule is carried out 
There is no good «x- 
cuse for any m anufacturer paying a dull. 
stupid, unfaithful man the same as he 
would pav a man with ahint y and th# rn in 
thut exhibit* talent th at entitles him to 
higher pay. 
If all m anufacturers would 
follow this rule, there would be less oc­ 
casion for any friction between labor and 
capital 
Incompetent and Ignorant nwn 
and drones who do not exercise their tal­ 
ents in behalf of 
Intelligent organized 
laivor should go to the rear. 
In r e g a r d to organized labor unions. I 
am in fat or of this action if conducted 
under proper, cool. Intelligent heads who 
will take Into consideration

HARLES DICKENS, the great 
English novelist, was born at 
Landport, 
near 
Portsmouth, 
England, Feb. 7, 1812. He wa* • 
small, sickly boy, more given to read* 
lug than to playing games. Even when 
a child he loved to write stories. W hen 
he was about 9 years old, his father 
lost a great deal of money, and Charles 
was taken from school. 
The family; 
moved to one of the poorest parts o | 
London and there suffer­ 
ed great privations. Lit­ 
tle 
Charles 
became 
a 
household drudge, lonely 
mid neglected. 
At last 
his 
father 
became 
so 
poor that ho was put 
into 
prison 
for 
debt. 
T h er e his family Joined 
him, all except the little boy Charles, 
who went to work for his cousin in the 
blacking business. 
Two years late* 
Charles’ father paid his debts and left 
prison. 
Charles was then put into an 
attorney’s office, but he didn’t like tha 
work and studied shorthand that ha 
might become a reporter. He obtained 
a 
position 
on 
tho London Morning 
Chronicle. In 1836 were published thosa 
articles afterward collected under tha 
title of ’'Sketches by Boss.” When only 
24 years old, he published “Pickwick 
Papers” and became world famous. In 
1838 he married Catherine, daughter of 
George Hogarth. 
He w*as successively 
editor of Household Words and All the 
Year Round. 
He visited America In 
1842 and lr 1867-8. 
Ile wrote many 
books notable for their wonderful hu­ 
mor and insight into human character. 
In his Hue no one has ever equaled him. 
One of the most beautiful qualities of 
his stories Is their sym pathetic under­ 
standing of the poor and unfortunate. 
Dickens died at his home, Gadshlli, 
near Rochester, England, June 9, 1870. 
lie was buried In Westminster abbey.

The m ayor spoke as follows: 
To the Officers and Delegates of the New 
England Allied Printing Trades: 
"in my experience of over a quarter 
of a century as a business agent of one 
of our mills In Rowell, and necessarily 
connected directly with the duties of hav­ 
ing our 
printing and advertising done 
correctly, I came in contact with 
the 
printing trades, and the recollection of 
:ransactions. both personal and in a busi­ 
ness nature, were very pleasant. 
• in 1875, we first had our printing done 
at the "\'o x Populi" office, then m an ag ­ 
ed by, i think, Mr. Stone and Mr. Ste­ 
phen W. liu se as business m anagers of 
lie printing departm ent. 
The labels and 
tripes for the boxes were then put on 
by hand. 
I was accustomed to going 
up into the printing office occasionally 
and try to understand the 
wonderful 
m anner in which the printer at th a t time 
endeavored to give us a label with a dif­ 
ferent color for the printing. 
"Things h a te so changed now, th at by 
the increase of new, invented machinery, 
the paper boxes are cut out. they go on 
the sam e machine to another point where 
they are stam ped with one color for the 
printing, to another point where they 
are gt yen another color, and to another 
machine where they are dried thoroughly 
and ready for delivery. 
This is most 
wonderful and the saving to m an u factu r­ 
ers more wonderful. 
"T say to you. members of the Typo­ 
graphical union, as mayor of the city of 
Lowell, and as a m anufacturer, having 
had some experience, thut brain, ability 
honesty of purpose and sobriety on the 
pt rt of our working men. must alw ays 
win. a s against any unnatural require­ 
ments of capital. 
"I have hired labor in the city of Row­ 
ell for nearly thirty years. 
I have never 
had a strike. I have had requests for ad ­ 
vance of pay; lf worthy, they have re­ 
ceived It. 
"My thought is th at the organizations 
that have brains, ability and moral power 
bv reason of possession of these elements, 
will get ahead. 
There should be no dif­ 
ferences between labor and capital if this 
rule is carried out. 
There is no good ex­ 
cuse for any m anufacturer paying a dull, 
stupid, unfaithful man the sam e as he 
would pay a man with ability and the man 
that exhibits talent th at entitles him to 
blither pay. 
lf all m anufacturers would 
follow this rule, there would be less oc­ 
casion for any friction between labor and 
capital. 
Incompetent and ignorant men 
and drones who do not exercise their tal­ 
ents In bt half of 
Intelligent organized 
labor should go to the rear. 
"In regard to organized labor unions. I 
nm in favor of this action if conducted 
u n d e r proper, cool, intelligent heads who 
will take Into consideration 
thoroughly 
before acting, the rights of both labor 
and capital.”

teaching in the public schools of phys­ 
iology, us understood by the extrem e 
tem perance advocates, who have per­ 
suaded legislatures to add this study 
to the school curriculum.

When 
he was about » years old, his father 
lost a great deal of money, and Charles 
was taken from school.

Charles was then put Into an 
attorney’s office, but he didn’t Uke the 
work and studied shorthand that ha 
might become a reporter. He obtained

Chronicle. In 1838 were published thosa 
articles afterward collected under the 
title of “Sketches by Boz.** W hen only 
24 years old, he published “Pickwick 
Papers” and became world famous. la 
1838 he married Catherine, daughter of 
George Hogarth. 
He was successively 
editor of Household Words and All th# 
Year Round. 
He visited America in 
1842 and lr 1867-8. 
He wrote m any 
books notable for their wonderful hu­ 
mor and insight into human character, 
In his Hue no one has ever equaled him. 
One of th® most beautiful qualities of 
his stories Is their sympathetic under-I 
standing of the poor and unfortunate. 
Dickens died a t his home, Gadshlll* 
near Rochester, England, June 9, 1870. 
He was burled In Westminster abbey.

ment. If this be all one can find 
in 
music, It is a costly thing, not in any 
sense paying for the investm ent.

business man pays large sum s for pi­ 
anos 
and 
piano 
instruction 
In his 
household, but he seldom realizes the 
benefit he should, because he asks for 
cheap results instead of the best pos­ 
sible. 
The dem and In the home to ­ 
day is not for the best In music, but 
regret to say, 
the worst, the so­ 
called popular song. 
In our public schools there is con­ 
stantly going on a contest, incited by 
the book publishers, as to the 
best 
method of teaching do-re-mi, and while 
this is going on, to the final benefit of 
the publishers only, 
the school chil­ 
dren ale losing their sw eetest p riv i­ 
lege, 
the refining influences of music 
as a beautiful thing, to be expressed 
in a beautiful way. 
If we ta u g h t the 
children melodies associated with the 
tpxt of the purest them e and expres­ 
sion, we w'ould be doing a lasting bene­ 
ficence in the com munity. This offers 
lass chance for the politician, but it 
will make far better citizens in the 
coming years. 
Teachers should have 
musical voices and children should be 
tu tight to speak musically. 
W hen business men call upon music 
to ald them In their efforts to am use 
the poor during the nights of the h e a t­ 
ed term, they usually miss the best of 
the opportunity, for, instead of music,

are made up of the most vulgar 
of 
tunes, and, as lf to flaunt the Inap­ 
propriateness more bodly, the n ew s­ 
papers or enterprising advertisers print 
the program s with the subjects of the 
horrible songs to be played. The ex­ 
cuse for this is th a t the people w ant 
the popular things. 
If these popular 
concerts for the poor are to be a bene­ 
fit to the listeners, those in charge 
should see to it th a t good music, clean 
of vulgar associations, be played so 
that it will become popular. 
Let the people 
given w hat they 
need, not w hat they want. 
Look a t the public schools. 
Ask 
your child at home to sing you a song. 
Will she sing you a frag ran t flower of 
music, such as should have been le arn ­ 
ed in school? 
No! She will pick up a 
coon song 
from the piano, 
the only 
thing she knows in song. 
And, gentle­ 
men. I believe you a re pleased with it. 
Is not this a sham e? 
If music be but a toy. cast It out of 
the church and tile school.

the nursery, the dance hall, or on the

to be called between July 15 and Sep­ 
tem ber IG, of the present year, a s fol­ 
io wa: 
F irs t—Shall the city of Boston con­ 
stru ct the subw ay? 
Second—Shall the Boston Elevated 
R ailw ay construct the subw ay? 
The Cham berlain bill assum ed th a t 
the subw ay will be built anyw’ay and 
provides th at the 
people 
of 
Boston 
shall vote on the question w hether it 
shall be built on tile credit of the city 
of Boston or of the Elevated Railway 
company. 
Should the first proposition 
prevail, the work shall be done 
under 
the sume auspices as the old subway, 
with a rental of 4 7-10 per cent., while 
lf there is a vote in favor of the sec­ 
ond there shall be a forty year lease. 
A fter considerable debate on the bill, 
it was decided by a vote of 13 to 12 
to postpone the debate until today.

TEACHING UK PHYSIOLOGY. 


There are m any signs of a growing 
and healthful revulsion 
against 
the 
teaching in the public* schools of ph y s­ 
iology, as understood by the extrem e 
tem perance advocates, who have p er­ 
suaded legislatures to add this study 
to the school curriculum. 
If physiol­ 
ogy per se were tuught there would be 
less, perhaps no objection, but it 
is 
physiology as related, 
almost 
exclu­ 
sively, to the use of liquors and tobac­ 
co, and, In this respect, making a s se r­ 
tions which have not the support of 
those best qualified to speak on the 
subject. 
Many educators in the west 
oppose the teaching in 
Its 
present 
form; In one M assachusetts city it has 
been reduced to the lecture form only; 
the M assachusetts legislature

fused the request of 
the tem perance 
advocates to strengthen 
the 
m an d a­ 
tory features of the law; and in Con­ 
necticut there is much opposition to 
w hat the H artford Courant calls the 
co-operation of the "w ishy-w ashy se n ­ 
timentalist^ and the shrewd booksell­ 
ers” to stultify the state by forcing on 
it copyrighted school books, telling of 
the horrible results from the misuse of 
tobacco. 
Just now Connecticut Is en­ 
couraging new methods in the cu ltiv a­ 
tion of tobacco, calculated to increase 
the crop in th a t state, and to enhance 
Its value, and the Courant draw s 
a 
sorry picture of “our good old state 
appropriating money for the cultiva­ 
tion of tobacco and then appropriating 
further to teach that tile article she is 
cultivating is a demoralizing poison, 
ruinous to school children and to r a b ­ 
bits and cats.”

H A R LES PICKENS, th# grift* 
English novelist, was born at 
La nd port, 
near 
Portsmouth, 
England, Fab. 7, 1812. Ha was a 
small, sickly boy, more given to read« 
ing than to playing game*. Even when 
a child he loved to writs stories. When 
he was about • years old, his father 
lost a great deal of money, and Charlet 
was taken from school. 
Tho family 
moved to one of the poorest parts til 
London and thers suffer­ 
ed great privations. L it­ 
tle 
Charles 
became a 
household drudge, lonely 
and neglected. 
At last 
his 
father 
became 
so 
poor that he w as put 
into 
prison 
for 
debt. 
There his family Joined 
him, all except the little boy Charley 
who wont to work for his cousin In tho 
blacking business. 
Two ytari later 
Charles* father paid his debts and lift 
prison. 
Charles was then put into an 
attorney’s office, but he didn’t like tha 
work and studied shorthand that ha 
m ight become a reporter. H e obtained 
a position on the London Morning 
Chronicle. In 1836 were published tho*# 
articles afterw ard collected under the 
title of "Sketches by Bol.” When only 
24 years old, he published "Pickwick 
Papers” and became world famous. la 
1836 he married Catherine, daughter of 
George Hogarth. 
He was successively 
editor of Household W ords and All th* 
Year Round. 
He visited America In 
1842 and lr 1867-8. 
He wrote many 
books notable for their wonderful hu­ 
mor and insight into hum an character, 
In his line no one has ever equaled hint* 
One of the most beautiful qualities of 
his stories ie their sympathetic under­ 
standing of the poor and unfortunate, 
Dickens died at his home, Gadshill, 
near Rochester, England, June 8, 1870. 
lie was buried in W estm inster abbey.
